EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Sliould the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regards to claim 1 , no prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests an animal 
health care system comprising, inter alia, an inter-leg distance input unit and weight 
input unit; wherein the inter-leg distance input unit is configured to enter the distance 
between the roots of front and rear legs of the animal; wherein the weight input unit 
comprises a height-adjustable restriction unit configured to hold and restrain the animal 
in position and to measure and enter the weight of the animal. 

In regards to claim 20, no prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests an animal 
health care system comprising, inter alia, a body temperature correction factor 
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derivation unit; wherein said body temperature correction factor derives a body 
temperature correction factor based on a l<ind of dog or a body build of a dog.
